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County requesting quarterly reports 
from all municipalities, commissions

Mountain View County administration are asking their coun¬ 
cil for support in an initiative that they believe will bring more 
accuracy to financial documents, and may prevent “financial cri¬ 
sis” from happening. 

The letter which is ready to go out to all municipalities, com¬ 
missions, and authorities which the County is either a member 
of or funds, says that the County feels that if quarterly reports 
were submitted to the County, financial and operating difficulties 
like what happened at the Mountain View Regional Waste Man¬ 
agement Commission (MVRWMC) may be prevented. 

“The current financial and operating difficulties that the Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Waste Managment Commission is encounter¬ 
ing emphasizes the need for formalized and consistent reporting 
by authorities/commissions to the member municipalities who 
are receiving the service and providing the funding,” Harold 
Johnsrude, the County’s Commissioner said in a letter addressed 
to a number of organizations which they are members of or fund. 

The MVRWMC have publicly said that they are approximately 
$500,000 short in revenues to cover their general expenses for 


the next three months. 

The money was not embezzled, but rather the budgets were 
not watched as closely as they need to be and this mismanage¬ 
ment error occurred. 

Since the error was caught the Commission’s CAO, Larry Nault, 
is on paid sick leave, and Municipal Affairs have launched an 
investigation and appointed an interim CAO. 

Lyle McKeller, the executive director of the Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Services, agrees and is in favour of submit¬ 
ting a quarterly report for his Commission. 

“1 think quarterly reports are a good idea,” McKeller said. “It 
may prevent some problems if they were to occur.” 

Town Councillor, Clem Kuelker, who sits as the Town’s repre¬ 
sentative of the MVRWMC believes that the type of error which 
occured at the waste commission, would have never been caught 
through quarterly reporting to the County, or anyone else. 

When asked if he is in favor of quarterly reporting he stated, 
“No, 1 don’t think it would prevent something like what hap¬ 
pened from occurring.” 

Kuelker says that at times it would also be difficult to submit 
financial information, as they may not be ready in time for every

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) and the local 
Alberta Teachers Association 
(ATA) local #17 are back at the 
bargaining table in attempts to 
get the ball rolling for a new 
contract. 

The contract between the 
local ATA and CESD ends on 
August 31. 

There are some fears that 
these negotiations could end up 
with teachers walking out of 
the classrooms in strike ac¬ 
tions if they do not receive what 
they would like. 

Back in 2001, during nego¬ 
tiations, Chinook’s Edge and 
the ATA’s attempts failed to 
sign a new contract and teach¬ 
ers ended up walking out of the 
classroorrNfc-ityt nearly three 
weeks. ”^***a n 

"We are basically askingTor 
everything- that we were ask¬ 
ing for before (in 2001),” 
Worsfold said. 

Worsfold says that the local 
ATA are asking for classroom 
conditions to be improved 
throughout CESD. and once 
again will be going back to the 
bargaining table to ask for a 
higher wage. 

The two parties have only 
met once so far, but are ex¬ 
pected to start with more regu¬ 
lar meetings in August. 

After negotiations failed 
back in 2001 during the labour 
strike the Province stepped in 
and ordered teachers back to 
the classrooms and hired an 
arbitrator who handed down 
wage settlements. CESD re¬ 
ceived an arbitrated settlement 
of 14.1 per cent over two years. 

Worsfold says that the local

She has had that 
since day one. I always thought 
she was good,” said Sarah 
Konschuh. “She’s just a sweet¬ 
heart. We only started working 
the calf (at her side) a week (be¬ 
fore the Stampede show).

The easy going tempera¬ 
ments and easy handling tech¬ 
niques are what attracted the 
Konschuh’s to the breed, aside 
from their meat being “some of 
best” according to Konschuh.

Kathleen Windsor, a Didsbury resident and chair 
of P2P, explained that at current everyone is pro¬ 
moting themselves independently and what P2P 
wants to do is promote the entire region all together, 
inviting tourists to visit all areas - not just one. 

Essentially P2P wants to establish themselves 
to be a mirror image of Tourism Calgary, “But 
rather we would be promoting the P2P area,” 
Windsor said. Windsor believes that this area is 
often “ignored” and that the P2P area has plenty 
to offer to tourists so we need to get out there and 
let the world know what we do have.

union wouldn’t be in¬ 
sisting on more money 
- again - if they would 
have received what they 
wanted back in 2001. 

“They (CESD) had 
budgeted for $800,000 
more than the arbi¬ 
trated settlement came 
out to be - so they had 
the money all along,” 
Worsfold said. “The 
strike was completely 
unnecessary and could 
have been avoided.” 

During the labour 
strike last year the ATA 
and CESD both used the 
media to try to get their 
point across, a means 
they aren’t turning to 
at this point in their ne¬ 
gotiations. 

“We have both agreed 
to not discuss negotia¬ 
tions with the media,” 
Worsfold said. 

CESD has announced 
that they are expecting 
to have 16 fewer teach¬ 
ing positions through¬ 
out the division come 
September, partly due 
to a decline in student 
enrolment, but prima¬ 
rily due to budget re¬ 
straints. “As far as I am 
concerned this decision 
(to cut 16 teaching po¬ 
sitions) is working to¬ 
tally against what we 
are trying to get,” 
Worsfold said, adding 
that classroom condi¬ 
tions weren’t improved 
last time and with 16 
fewer teachers going 
into the 2003/2004 
school year this adds to 
the burden even more. 

According to CESD 


Board Chair, Roy Bras¬ 
sard, he is hoping that 
past successes at nego¬ 
tiations with the ATA - 
aside from last year - 
will be successful this 
time. “We have normally 
been very successful at 
negotiations at a local 
level,” Brassard said. 

CESD would like to 
see a contract signed as 
soon as possible, as 
Brassard says they hate 
getting behind on con¬ 
tracts because it not 
only causes headaches 
for the teachers not 


knowing what their 
wages are going to be, 
but trying to make bud¬ 
gets without knowing 
what their staffing costs 
are is extremely diffi¬ 
cult. 

“We really don’t want 
to get behind on the con¬ 
tracts - it just makes it 
very difficult for every¬ 
one,” Brassard said. 

Brassard says that he 
is doubtful that 
Chinook’s Edge will be 
able to offer their teach¬ 
ers much more than they 
are already receiving, as 


funds are limited. 

“We are very limited 
to the amount of money 
that we have,” Brassard 
said. “To a degree it’s 
always a balancing act.” 

Brassard says that 
the number of teaching 
positions which have 
been cut isn’t signifi¬ 
cant, considering the 
size of the division. 

“The number of 
teaching positions isn’t 
significant when you 
take into consideration 
that we have 38 
schools,” Brassard said.

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quarter. An example Kuelker said, “Our first quarter documents still aren’t 
ready because the auditors are still working on the financial information.” 

Tony Martens, the County’s Assistant Commissioner, who spoke on behalf of 
Johnsrude who wasn’t available prior to press time, says that the County would 
like to see quarterly reports just to ensure that everything is running smoothly. 

“It will reduce the potential of anything seriously going wrong,” Martens said. 

Kuelker says that the County has a representative on the Commission for a 
reason, and he should be providing updates to County council. 

“Each member municipality has a representative on the Commission and (that 
rep) should make sure that he provides his municipality with the appropriate 
information and that it is done correctly,” Kuelker said, stressing that it isn’t the 
job of the Commission to be submitting quarterly reports. 

This issue will come before County council this Wednesday, July 23, where 
County council will be asked to give approval to administrations request. 

Aside from financial documents being submitted to the County on a quarterly 
basis they will also be asked for; 

• Summary of key incidents and decisions made in the last quarter; 

• Summary of future initiatives/issues that the Board will be dealing with; 

• Statistical information regarding year-to-date activity may be provided in 
summary form but this information is optional. 

Martens says that the County administration would like to see this information 
submitted after the next quarter ends (end of September). 

“I recognize that this request will take a little extra work but this type of 
reporting is long overdue and is necessary information for County council,” 
Johnsrude added in the conclusion of his letter. 

The Town’s of Didsbury, Sundre, Carstairs, and Olds will also be asked to submit 
quarterly reports, if this recommendation passes at County council on Wednesday. 

The Town’s Acting CAO, Robert Wigg said that he isn’t prepared to make a 
comment on this issue, as he hasn’t had time to review it.

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Cattle association working hard at getting borders open 


Dear editor. 

The Bovine Spongiform 
Encephalopathy (BSE, or 
“mad cow disease”) crisis is 
now into its ninth week. The 
investigation completed by the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency was thorough and 
comprehensive. All cattle that 
had contact with the one 
isolated cow were traced and 
tested with all results negative. 
Science has shown that Cana¬ 
dian beef is safe, yet export 
markets remain closed. Cattle 
producers are growing 
increasingly frustrated and 
some may question what their 
national cattle association is 
doing about the situation. 

Since the announcement on 
May 20 of BSE in a single cow 
that was condemned and not 
processed into beef, the Cana¬ 
dian Cattlemen’s Association 
(CCA) has devoted all re¬ 
sources toward this crisis. 
CCA’s efforts on behalf of beef 


producers have been focused on 
three main areas: 1) getting our 
export markets’ borders open to 
imports of Canadian beef and 
cattle; 2) maintaining domestic 
confidence in and consumption 
of Canadian beef; and 3) secur¬ 
ing a disaster relief compensa¬ 
tion program.

ington for important face-face- 
meetings. Representatives of 
the Canada Beef Export Federa¬ 
tion have traveled to Mexico for 
discussions on re-opening that 
market. We have also been in 
constant contact with Federal 
Government representatives 
during their negotiations with 
Japan. In Washington we met 
with senior staff of the House 
and Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittees, the Canadian Embassy 
and Australia and New Zealand 
cattle industry representatives. 
We also met with the official 
organizations representing 
U.S. cattle producers, meat 


processors and Tenderers. A 
joint letter from CCA and the 
National Cattlemen’s Beef 
Association to the Federal 
Governments of both Canada 
and the U.S. resulted. The 
letter strongly urges that the 
steps needed to re-establish 
trade in cattle and beef while 
protecting public and animal 
health be rapidly determined 
based on science. It calls for 
communication with global 
trading partners, consumers 
and others to gain acceptance

Congregation believes marriage should 
remain as “One man , one woman ” 


Dear Editor, 

As the Pastor Re¬ 
deemer Lutheran 

Church, Didsbury, a 
member congregation of 
Lutheran Church- 

Canada, I would like to 
share our congregation's 
understanding of the in¬ 
stitution of marriage. 

We share the same con¬ 
cern with the members of 
our community that the 
institution of marriage is 
to be highly valued and 
that a strong institution 
of marriage is important 
to the well being of our 
community and our na¬ 
tion. 

All through the history 
of our country our laws 
and our people have ac¬ 
cepted that in the founda¬ 
tion of all things God cre¬ 
ated human beings male 
and female. Historically 
nearly all have been 
happy to believe and state 
that a marriage is a life 


long union of one man 
and one woman to the 
exclusion of all others. 
The long-standing sup¬ 
port of the current his¬ 
toric definition of mar¬ 
riage as stated in our 
nation's constitution is 
witnessed in the fact that 
only eighteen months ago 
our government clearly 
indicated it had no 
thought of redefining 
marriage. At that time it 
believed that the defini¬ 
tion of marriage was not 
an issue with most Cana¬ 
dians. Our congregation 
supports this historic and 
long-standing definition 
of marriage as it was en¬ 
shrined in our nation's 
constitution. 

The divinely inspired 
Word of God informs our 
congregation's under¬ 
standing of the institu¬ 
tion of marriage. In the 
Bible God offers further 
insight with words about 
the conduct of a husband 
and a wife. There He 
makes it very clear what 
a male and female must 
do in the institution of 
Holy Marriage. The 
union of a man and a 
woman is raised to the 
level of holiness where the 
man is compared to Jesus 
Christ and the woman to 
the Holy Christian 
Church. 

Our God clearly states

And it calls for an open¬ 
ing of the U.S. and Ca¬ 
nadian border based on 
the most current risk 
assessment. Having the 
U.S. beef industry sign 
this letter was a major 
step as it shows U.S 
politicians that their 
own industry is anx¬ 
ious for trade to re¬ 
sume. 

On the domestic 
front, the Beef Informa¬ 
tion Centre, CCA’s pro¬ 
motion and marketing 
division, has been 
equally busy. The retail 
and food service teams 
have been working di¬ 
rectly with grocery 
store chains and res¬ 
taurants to provide 
them with information 
and convince them to 
feature the cuts of beef 
that are in oversupply 
in Canada (chucks and 
hips). Ads were run co¬ 
inciding with Canada 
Day to encourage Cana¬ 
dians to buy these other 
cuts. CCA and provin¬ 
cial cattle associations 
also sent out news re¬ 
leases thanking Cana¬ 
dians for their support 
and asking them to help 
even more by increas¬ 
ing purchases of beef 
from the wide variety of 
cuts available. 

CCA’s first priority 
remains re-opening our 
border to exports of Ca¬ 
nadian beef and cattle. 
Only this will allow our 
industry to begin to re¬ 
cover from the disaster 
that has befallen it. The 
efforts of our elected of¬ 
ficials and staff remain 
focused 100 percent on 
this effort.

number of grants, including 
two from Mountain View 
County, as well as a generous 
$15,000 donation from the lo¬ 
cal Thrift Store. 

Hunter is encouraging all 
rural residents in the Didsbury 
recreational area to donate, be¬ 
cause for every $25 that is do¬ 
nated by a rural resident Moun¬ 
tain View County will match 
that and donate it to the Town 
to use towards the new park. 

The Town will be sending out 
donation forms within the next 
months, for anyone that is 
wanting to donate to the parks 
construction. 

“If people are interested in 
donating they will be able to 
identify something within the 
park specifically that they want 
to donate to,” Hunter said. 

The name of the Memorial 
Park was picked after a contest 
was held, and out of five names, 
the “Didsbury Memorial Park” 
name was selected. 

Hunter says, “It kind of 
keeps with the theme of 
Didsbury.” 

As part of the “Memorial 
Theme” Hunter says there may 
be an area in the park dedicated 
to the veterans of Didsbury who 
fought in the wars, but plans 
such as these are tentative 
pending town councils ap¬ 
proval. 

To date, the concert bowl is 
ready to go and available for 
rent to anyone in the commu¬ 
nity wishing to use it. The sod 
has been layed, the stage is in 
place. The concert bowl has 
been ready since July 1 when 
the country music concert with 
Duane Steele and Adam Gre¬ 
gory was suppose to be outside, 
but due to weather conditions 
the concert was forced to be held 
in the Didsbury Memorial 
Arena. 

Aside from the concert bowl, 
the baseball diamonds are start¬ 
ing to be put together, with the 
walking trails and washrooms 
to follow in the coming months. 

Hunter says that 
Didsburians can expect to be 
playing ball, walking, enjoying 
summer concerts, or just enjoy¬ 
ing the summer raise by next 
summer. The excitement is 
starting to show in the eyes of 
Hunter and other Town staff. 

“It’s quite exciting to see it 
actually start coming together 
after talking about it for so 
long,” Hunter said. 

Hunter says that she is work¬ 
ing on some grants that may 
available through the Province 
to cover the remaining short¬ 
fall that still has to be 
fundraised. For the time being 
though, the Town crews are out 
at the park site measuring, 
shoveling, and preparing the 
park for the use of Didsburians. 

Hunter says that although 
these are what town adminis¬ 
tration would like to see hap¬ 
pen, Town council always has 
final say. 


Didsbury’s Memorial Park 
which is due to open next Sum¬ 
mer is well underway, with the 
ball diamonds starting to be 
constructed and numerous 
other exciting projects occur¬ 
ring at the new park location. 

The park is located almost 
directly across from the 
Didsbury RCMP station on 12 
acres of land - the type of land 
which is perfect for a park that 
the Town staff have so carefully 
planned. 

The park will house four ball 
diamonds, a concert bowl, pub¬ 
lic washrooms, a 1.6 kilometer 
walking path, acres of green 
space, a skating pond, and a few 
other recreational essentials. 
Initially, the park was also sup¬ 
pose to include soccer pitches 
but when Chinook’s Edge School 
Division stepped in and assisted 
the Town with building the 
pitches on school grounds it 
helped save the Town some 
money so they could maximize 
other areas of the park. 

According to the Town’s Di¬ 
rector of Community Services, 
Rhonda Hunter, the biggest 
problem that this park will 
solve is the lack of ball dia¬ 
monds for the community. Cur¬ 
rently, within the Town there 
is only one ball diamond, which 
is forcing many Didsbury teams 
to travel to Olds or other 
nearby communities. 

“The Town has always been 
short of ball diamonds, and the 
park will give us four much 
needed diamonds plus so much 
more,” Hunter said.

Last Thursday, July 10 2003, would have been my Mom's 
one hundred andfirst birthday. It's a blessing that Mom is 
no longer with us because she really, really did not want 
to be "old." 

She passed away on September 13, 1995, at the age of 
94 which is pretty old by most peoples standards and there 
were days when she admitted that she needed a little help 
with some things, but she never gave in to being "old" the 
way most of her contemporaries were 

Until Mom's last days she was perfectly groomed. My 
sister Marj did her hair and it was thick, healthy and held 
a curl. Marj gave her a perm every few weeks and she was 
much less gray than I am. I was in charge of manicures 
and pedicures, she would meet me at the door carrying her 
clippers and file, and she was very fussy as to the shaping 
of her nails. There must not be even the most miniscule 
rough spot or she would find it and it would be a source of 
irritation.. When we came out of the church after Mom's 
funeral there was a pair of nail clippers on the sidewalk. I 
keep them in the car and they are the best and most pre¬ 
cise clippers I have ever owned. I like to think Mom had 
something to do with their being there. Our youngest sis¬ 
ter Donna, was the tweezer woman, Mom couldn't stand 
odd hairs on anybody, least of all herself. 

There were a lot of things that Mom "couldn't stand." 
She couldn't stand anything sticky. Tables and counters 
had to be wiped at least three times and the cloth rinsed 
between wipings. Even at that she was likely to find some 
tiny spot on the edge of a counter and draw it to your 
attention. There were days when it was all you could do 
not to whack her with the dishcloth. She hated profanity 
but I think she hated bad grammar worse. If one of our 
friends said "woulda went" or "I seen" or "she done it" we 
cringed waiting for Mom to correct them. She didn't make 
a habit of it, but she corrected strangers just often enough 
to make us nervous. She also "couldn't stand" nose blow¬ 
ing. She said that when she was a kid she thought every 
house should have a nose blowing room and when the need 
arose you went in there, alone, and closed the door. 

Mom never wasted anything. She could mend and sew 
and patch so neatly that we rarely objected to wearing 
anything she had repaired. Her grandsons used to bring 
her their blue jeans because Grandma's mends were better. 
If there was left over pancake batter she added a few things 
and it became a cake or muffins. Every scrap from our big 
garden was canned, pickled or made into jam. Auntie Mi¬ 
na's Coats and suits were taken apart, washed, turned and 
made into coats, jackets and pants for my sisters, broth¬ 
ers and I. She made tweed, snap brim caps for the boys 
that were so cute people offered to buy them. She made 
wonderful crazy quilts with all the pieces mitered precisely 
and colors that blend together like a painting. She "couldn't 
stand" colors that clashed. I have two of her latest quilts 
and I can't bear to use them and wear them out. 

Mom loved to clean. She loved bleach and soap and lots 
and lots of water. Unlimited water was her idea of Heaven. 
Last week, on what just happened to be Mom's birthday, 
we were preparing to paint the deck. "It will have to be 
washed first" I told Ralph, "if you take down the dog house 
and the wood box I will help." I filled my pail with warm, 
soft water added a shot of Mr. Clean, took a broom and an 
old towel and set out to wash the deck but the siding un¬ 
der the porch overhang looked grimy so I started there 
instead. I had been happily sloshing and washing and rins¬ 
ing and wiping for quite some time before my tears began 
to mingle with the Mr. Clean. This was the kind of job 
Mom loved most in the world and I could almost see her 
scrubbing and sloshing beside me. 

I think I am turning into my Mother.

dramatically over the 
past five years, and this 
is being blamed on the 
stock market value de¬ 
clining annually. Prior to 
the increases, insurance 
companies were doing 
well on the stock market 
with the money that cus¬ 
tomers would pay them to 
be insured, which would 
balance out and still al¬ 
low the insurance compa¬ 
nies to make a profit. 

“What has happened 
now is that these 
companies are no longer 
doing as well on the stock 
markets, and they are 
still needing to make a 
profit so they turn to the 
drivers,” Bellikka added. 
Bellikka says that as part 
of the review the govern¬ 
ment has and will be talk¬ 


ing to all interested par¬ 
ties. “We have received 
input from both insurers 
and civil lawyers about a 
solution to rising auto in¬ 
surance rates,” said 
Nelson. “More impor¬ 
tantly, we have received 
numerous letters, phone 
calls and e-mails from 
consumers across Alberta 
who feel the auto 
insurance system is not 
based on fairness and 
they want the 
government to do 
something about it.” 

A review of the 
insurance industry 
excited 18-year-old 
Calgarian, Nigel Korner, 
who was recently travel¬ 
ling through Didsbury.

ALTA child and other amputees will lose out on 
programs costing The War Amps about $850,000 a 
year -- most of it raised in other provinces.

which he is currently 
paying $3,500 per year 
for basic insurance. 
Should Korner ever hit 
someone and it be his 
fault, he would not re¬ 
ceive compensation for 
his car, his insurance 
company would only pay 
for the other cars re¬ 
pairs. Korner believes 
that the insurance rates 
in Alberta need to be re¬ 
viewed and lowered as 
soon as possible, as he 
feels it is unfair that he 


has a clean driving 
record and is paying ex¬ 
tremely high premiums. 

“They (rates) are out¬ 
rageous - just because a 
few people messed it up 
for the rest of us doesn’t 
justify the rates being so 
high,” Korner said. 

Korner hopes that 
the government review 
of the system will pay 
off, but is thankful that 
it is at least being 
looked at. “I think it’s 
good because it’s time 


they give drivers with 
clean driving records 
like me a break.” Local 
insurance broker 
owner, Vance van Dam 
of Vanda Agenies here in 
Didsbury also agrees 
that it’s time for a re¬ 
view of the system but 
is wondering where the 
money is going to come 
from to pay for all of the 
insurance claims that 
are made annually. 

“The money has to 
come from somewhere,” 


van Dam said. “So, if 
they lower rates for the 
younger drives are they 
going to have to raise 
the rates for the older 
drivers?” 

The government is 
hoping to cut costs for 
insurance companies by 
stiffening up the rules 
on soft tissue claims, 
such as whiplash. 

The government is 
expected to submit a re¬ 
port sometime in Sep¬ 
tember or October.

WHOA’s ultimate goal is to 
stop the inhumane treatment of 
wild horses by creating tougher 
provincial regulations to control 
the number of horses rounded up 
each year. 

Henderson said 90 per cent of 
wild horses captured every year 
end up in slaughterhouses, the 
other 10 per cent are commonly 
used as stock on farms and 
ranches. 

Under the Stray Animals Act, 
which was amended in 1993 to 
protect and provide humane 
treatment of horses captured on 
designated provincial public land, 
there are no limits on the number 
of horses allowed in one apture. 

For every three stallions cap- 


WHOA gaining 




News of an extention to the 
Stray Animals Act and the 
beginnings of a working group to 
discuss the future for ferrel 
horses is music to WHOA’s ears. 

Bob Henderson, president of 
WHOA (Wild Horses of Alberta), 
recently received a letter from 
MLA Mike Cardinal, Minister of 
Alberta Sustainable Resource 
Development, notifying him the 
Stray Animal Act, due to expire 
in December 2003, has been 
extended to June 30. 2008. The 
letter also extended an invitation 
to WHOA to be part of a working 
group which will conduct a review 
of the act itself. 

The letter stated, “A working 
group, with representatives from 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development, Public Lands 
Division, Land and Forest 
Division and Livestock Investiga¬ 
tion Services is being formed to 
conduct the review. A number of 
stakeholders will also be invited 
to provide input and your group 
(WHOA) will be included in that 
list.” 

“This is great to hear," said 
Henderson, giddy from the news. 
“This means they are hearing us 
and that is good!” 

WHOA began their conserva¬ 
tion society in 2002 after the 
gruesome discovery of two wild 
horse carcasses, that were 
slaughtered, cut in half and left 
to rot west of Sundre, near the 
Burnt Stick Lake. 

That stomach-turning find 
spurred Henderson to start 
WHOA in an effort to protect this 
free roaming species he insists are 
wild horses.

tured their can only be one mare. 
Captures are allowed in 
permitted areas between Novem¬ 
ber and February. 

Dave Ealey, communications 
representative for Alberta Sus¬ 
tainable Resource Development, 
said the working group is in the 
form of an ad hoc committee and 
is a direct answer to the concerns 
raised by WHOA and the general 
public. 

“We have had concerns from the 
public about the horse capture 
regulations and we are hoping to 
address those with this commit¬ 
tee.” 

He said the time frame to do 
this has been changed now the act 
has been extended to 2008. 

“We want to find a balance for 
people who want the horse capture 
to continue and those who are 
concerned with protection,” said 
Ealey. 

Henderson said WHOA isn’t 
about stopping captures, they 
know the numbers of free roam¬ 
ing horses must be controlled, but 
they also believe there needs to 
be more accountability by those 
permitted to capture and stronger 
policing by the provincial 
government. 


Henderson said although the 
current act does not offer enough 
protection, it does offer some and 
he is excited to be involved in the 
review of it. 

“Things are happening, al¬ 
though very slow, and this is the 
best news we have gotten so far,” 
said Henderson. 

Fund-raising and letter writ¬ 
ing efforts are going well, said 
Henderson, adding membership is 
at an all-time high and growing. 

Calgary Regional Trail Riders 
Association Treasurer, Gwen 
Popowich, said WHOA has been 
chosen as one of the charities that 
will receive a donation from the 
equestrian group. 

They expect to present $1,817 
to WHOA at their September 
meeting when Henderson visits to 
make an educational presentation 
about the plight of Alberta’s free 
roaming horses. 

“We decided WHOA was a very 
good cause, said Popowich. “We all 
love horses and after a couple of 
our riders, who love watching wild 
horses, told the group about 
WHOA we knew it was the right 
thing to do. Anything that it going 
to help those horses is going to be 
beneficial to us as well.” 

Henderson encourages every¬ 
one concerned about the future of 
free roaming horses to continue 
their letter writing to Alberta 
Sustainable Resource 

Development (420 Legislature 
Building, Edmonton TK5-2B6) 
and talking to their MLA about 
the issue.

Esther Goerzen, Lone Pine Ag Society Member 
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QUESTION: I have heard you say that we have shame¬ 
fully mismanaged the present generation of children. Ex¬ 
plain what you meant by that. 

DR. DOBSON: I was referring to the many harmful 
influences that previous generations didn't have to con¬ 
front — at least not to the degree that we see today. That 
includes safe-sex ideology, violence and sexual imagery in 
movies, rock music and television; it refers to gang activ¬ 
ity and drug abuse, and many other dangerous aspects of 
our culture. 

I was also speaking about the extreme emphasis on 
physical attractiveness and body consciousness in West¬ 
ern nations that is having a terrible impact on children. It 
can even be life threatening to them. 

A study done at the University of California has shown 
that 80 percent of girls in the fourth grade have attempted 
to diet because they see themselves as fat. 

One elementary school girl justified her dieting by saying 
she just wanted to be skinny so that no one would tease 
her. How sad it is that children in this culture have been 
taught to hate their bodies — to measure their worth by 
comparison to a standard that they can never achieve. 

At a time when they should be busy being kids, they're 
worried about how much they weigh, how they look and 
how they're seen by others. For young girls, this insist¬ 
ence on being thin is magnified by the cruelties of childhood. 

Dozens of studies now show that overweight children 
are held in low regard by their peers, even at an early age. 
According to one investigation, silhouettes of obese chil¬ 
dren were described by 6-year-olds as "lazy," "stupid" and 

"ugly-" 

This overemphasis on beauty does not occur in a 
vacuum, of course. Our children mirror our prejudices and 
our system of values. We, too, measure human worth largely 
on a scale of physical attractiveness. It's bad enough when 
adults evaluate each other that way. It's tragic when mil¬ 
lions of children have already concluded that they're hope¬ 
lessly flawed, even before life has gotten started. 

We must take the blame for the many pressures on to¬ 
day's kids. Fifty years ago, parents and other adults acted 
in concert to protect kids — from pornography, sexual 
abuse, harmful ideas and dangerous substances. Millions 
of husbands and wives stayed together "for the benefit of 
the children." 

It was understood that tender minds and bodies needed 
to be shielded from that which could hurt them. But now, 
child abuse, date rape and sexually transmitted disease 
are rampant. 

As the family has unraveled, and as adults have become 
more self-centered and preoccupied, children are often left 
to fend for themselves in a very dangerous world. It may 
be our greatest failing as a people.

QUESTION: I ve read that it is possible to teach 
4-year-old children to read. Should I be working on this 
with my child? 

ANSWER: If a youngster is particularly sharp and 
if he or she can learn to read without feeling undue adult 
pressure, it would be advantageous to teach this skill. But 
that’s a much bigger "if' than most people realize. 

There are some parents who find it difficult to work 
with their children without showing frustration over 
immaturity and lack of interest. 

Furthermore, new skills should be taught at the age 
when they are most needed. Why invest unnecessary ef¬ 
fort trying to teach a child to read when he has not yet 
learned to cross the street, tie his shoes, count to 10 or 
answer the telephone? It seems foolish to get panicky over 
preschool reading. 

The best policy is to provide your children with inter¬ 
esting books and materials, read to them every day and 
answer their questions. You can then introduce them to 
phonics and watch the lights go on. It's fun if you don't 
push too hard.

Host: "Mr. Manley, you 
have only found $1 billion 
to cut out of a $140 bil¬ 
lion spending budget? Is 
that your final answer? 
Are you sure you don't 
want to use a lifeline (call 
an opposition leader per¬ 
haps)? How about asking 
the audience? You know, 
Canada's 15.4 million tax¬ 
payers or its 31 million 
citizens? Are you sure $1 
billion is your final an¬ 
swer. 

John Manley: "Yes, 
that's my final answer." 

Host: "Sorry John, 
that sound means you 
gave the wrong answer, 
thanks for playing, good 
luck in Toronto this No¬ 
vember. Who is our next 
contestant." 

Studio voice: "Well 
it's none other A. Cdn. 
Taxpayer." 

Host: "Welcome to the 
show, tell me a bit about 
yourself." 

A.C. Taxpayer: "Well, 
I work hard to give al¬ 
most half my income to 
three levels of govern¬ 
ment in Canada and I'm 
pretty frustrated as I con¬ 
tinue to see literally bil¬ 
lions of dollars wasted 
while core public services 
suffer. 

And boy do I wish I 
would have had that last 
question you gave to 
John Manley, eh. I would 
have aced it and won the 
grand prize of a more re¬ 
sponsive and focused fed¬ 
eral government, not only 
for myself but for my fel¬ 
low Canadians." 

Host: "Well we only 
have a few minutes left in 
the show anyways, so 
we ll start a new game 
next time. I'm curious, tell 
me where you would trim 
the federal budget." 

A. C. Taxpayer: "To 
start, I'd tell Canadians 
that the government can't 
do everything and at the 
end of the day it’s about 
setting priorities. Then 
I'd launch a core service 
review similar to the pro¬ 
gram review of the mid- 
1990s - but this time with 
better and enduring re¬ 
sults." 

"This means that some 
programs will get axed 
while others may receive 
more money ... but the 
overall goal would be to 
reduce the size of the fed¬ 
eral government in the 


national economy. When 
total government activity 
accounts for almost 454 
of our GDP, we have a 
problem and the federal 
government must show 
some leadership here. 
Even Keynes whose 
prime the pump schemes 
in economic downturns 
that resulted in epidemic 
annual deficits which in 
turn created huge na¬ 
tional debts postulated in 
his early writings that 
total government activity 
should only be between 
25K and 3591 of GDP" 

"Failed regional devel¬ 
opment and industrial 
subsidy schemes to the 
tune of $4 billion annu¬ 
ally would be the first to 
go. Not far behind, there 
would be comprehensive 
overhaul of Canadian 
Heritage and its granting 
activities. As well, in a 
500-channel universe a 
clear choice has to be 
made. Either the state is 
in the broadcasting busi¬ 
ness or not, but not this 
quasi-commercial CBC 
venture that now exists. 
My preference would be 
to get out of this ... it is 
not a core government 
activity. These two meas¬ 
ures would save $1.5 bil¬ 
lion." 

"Further regulatory 
streamlining and opening 
of a variety of protected 
markets to competition 
would also result in sav¬ 
ings. A review of the 
crown assets portfolio 
with an eye to selling 
some to either be rein¬ 
vested in health technol¬ 
ogy and/or reduce the 
national debt would also 
occur. Finally, I'd be hon¬ 
est and look at how we 
can sustain our social 
programs in the long run 
by casting a critical eye 
at entitlement benefits 
and reforming them so 
those most in need receive 
help. To avoid this exer¬ 
cise is truly selfish." 

Host: "These seem like 
common sense sugges¬ 
tions, why haven't they 
been tried before." 

A. C. Taxpayer: "Good 
question. Mostly due to 
lack of political will and 
to forging a national con¬ 
sensus that bold, new fis¬ 
cal choices are needed. 

You see, it's far easier 
and much more politically 
expedient to simply repli¬ 
cate the mistakes of the 
past and once again pass 
on the costs to future 
generations than to try 
something new." 


About 12,000 families 
receiving Supports for Inde¬ 
pendence (SFI) benefits will 
have more money for their 
children due to Alberta's de¬ 
cision not to offset a federal 
increase under the National 
Child Benefit (NCB) pro¬ 
gram. This is the second phase 
of a two-stage increase for 
families with children in¬ 
cluded in Budget 2003. 

"Alberta is striking the 
right balance between help¬ 
ing families meet basic 
needs and providing sup¬ 
ports to help parents find and 
keep jobs," said Alberta Hu¬ 
man Resources and Employ¬ 
ment Minister Clint 
Dunford. "Albertans will con¬ 
tinue to be better off work¬ 


ing. As a direct result of our 
previous NCB 

reinvestments, we have good 
programs in place that en¬ 
courage parents to work 
rather than rely on social as¬ 
sistance. This year the best 
way to help families is to 
have the federal NCB Sup¬ 
plement increase flow di¬ 
rectly to parents." 

The increases for families 
with children receiving SFI 
benefits are: 

Approximately $14 per 
month, pier child from the 
federal NCB Supplement in¬ 
crease effective July, 2003. 
Families will receive their 
federal payment around July 
18. 

A $20 per month provin¬ 


cial SFI increase came into 
effect June 1, and families 
began receiving the increase 
on their June payment. 

Under the NCB, prov¬ 
inces and territories may re¬ 
duce social assistance ben¬ 
efits by the amount of the 
federal NCB Supplement in¬ 
crease and reinvest the sav¬ 
ings into programs that re¬ 
duce the depth of child pov¬ 
erty and help parents support 
their families through em¬ 
ployment. Alberta has taken 
this approach in previous 
years. Through programs 
such as the Alberta Child 
Health Benefit, Alberta's 
NCB reinvestments will con¬ 
tinue to help low-income 
families. More than 69,000 


children receive premium- 
free health benefits through 
the Alberta Child Health 
Benefit. 

In 2003/04 about $4 
million federal dollars will 
flow directly to families re¬ 
ceiving SFI benefits as a 
result of the decision not to 
offset the federal NCB Sup¬ 
plement increase. The in¬ 
crease has always flowed 
through to families receiving 
Assured Income for the Se¬ 
verely Handicapped (AISH) 
benefits and will continue to 
do so. AISH families with 
children also have access to 
about $186 per month, per 
child through Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan Disability (CPP-D) 
benefits.

Didsbury swimmer competes at Pan Am/Worlds 


Members of the Didsbury Aqua Jets 


Local Didsburian, Jillian Tyler, a former Didsbury Aqua Jets 
swimmer, competed at the Pan Am Worlds Swim Meet held in 
Victoria at the end of June. Tyler qualified for the competition by 
achieving Senior National Standards at previous swim meet com¬ 
petitions. Tyler's first Senior National time came in Lethbridge 
last summer and she has since added more Senior Standards to 
her repertoire. 

Tyler presently trains and competes out of Calgary with the 
Cascade Club. 

This high calibre meet attracts clubs from all over Canada. 
Swimmers vying at this meet for a spot on the Pan Am/Worlds 
circuit are usually swimmers who fill spots on the Canadian 
Olympic Team. The team journeying to the Pan Am / Worlds Swim 
Meet this year is composed mainly of Canadian Olympians with 
only a few new names added to the team roster. 

Although Tyler clocked best times in four of the five events 
she competed in, she did not qualify to fill a possible two spots in 
her chosen events for meets in Barcelona and the Dominican 
Republic. Many of the spots for all the different events were filled 
at previous meets throughout the year, so unless you bettered 
the time of someone who was already selected to go. it was difficult 
to make the team. However, Tyler qualified to represent Alberta 
at the British Youth Championships to be held in Sheffield, 


England this summer. She was selected to the team based on her 
swimming performances. Tyler along with one other 14 year old 
from Edmonton will join five other 15 year olds from Edmonton 
and Calgary to compete at this National Meet. 

Tyler will be competing at a host of meets this summer. She 
has "A" Long Course Provincials quickly approaching. Tyler was 
selected to a Swim Alberta team to compete against a touring 
"select" Korean team of swimmers, following this will be the Club 
Championships and then the finale of the British Youth 
Championships. 

There were only a very small handful of young swimmers 
Tyler’s age at the Pan Am/World's Meet. The majority of the swim¬ 
mers are in their twenties. For many swimmers, they may be 
thinking retirement after the Olympics. As for Tyler, she has her 
focus set on the future... her goals are long term, not short term. 

The meet was just what Tyler's coach had planned for her, an 
"experience". Tyler adds," The meet was a competitive experience 
for me. It is a little intimidating to look at the swimmer in the 
lane beside you and realize a few years ago, I was the young kid 
waiting in line to get these swimmer's autographs.

Baseball has always been a 
way of life for Denischuk ever 
since he took his first swing of 
the bat while playing minor 
baseball in Carstairs.
